Is Denounced by Rockefeller 
Foundation Director. 


Some Lively Back Fire by the 
Com mission Chairman. 


A Citizen Who Defies John D. 
* Apologizes for Wrath. 


{SY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 


WASHINGTON, May 24. — W. IL. 
Mackenzie King. director of the in- 
dustrial relations department of the 
Rockefeller Foundation and a former 
Canadian Cabinet officer, interrupted 
his testimony before the Federal In- 
dustrial Relations Commission today 
to roundly denounce the methods of 
Chairman Walsh in conducting the 
commission's Colorado strike inquiry. 

“I have seen witness after witness 
on the stand here treated in a man- 
ner that was anything but fair,” he 
said. “In the name of labor I pro- 
test against the way this has 
been conducted.” 

“You do not like the way investiga- 
tions are conducted in this country?" 
asked Chairman Walsh. 

“I do not like the way this hear 
ing has been conducted,” replied the 
witness. 

“You do not like this commission's 
conduct of the I 

“I do not like the way you, Mr. 
Chairman, have conducted the exam- 
ination of witnesses.” 

“Then you exonerate the rest of the 
commission?“ 

“Oh, yes.” 

“Is your objection to the examina- 
tion,” asked the chairman, “based on 
your observation of the examination 
of John D. Rockefeller, Jr., and is it 
caused in part by the statement you 
heard a witness make here that he 
was guilty of high treason and should 
be punished?” 

Mr. King said he spoke only of the 
general examination of all witnesses. 
He was questioned at length about his 
services to John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
and to the foundation. He decli 
to say what salary he received. 

The witness's outburst against 
Chairman Walsh came in the midst 
of questioning regarding a plan sug- 
gested by him to Mr. Rockefeller for 
dealing with the situation in the Colo- 
rado coal fields. The chairman sought 
to show that the plan would have 
eliminated union representation on 
boards of conferences between em- 
ployers and the miners. Mr. King ob- 
jected to any inference that he was 
unfriendly to organized labor. 

L. M. Bowers, veteran former treas- 
urer of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company, and now a member of the 
personal business staff of John D. 
Rockefeller, Sr.. occupied the stand 
the greater part of today's session. 
He was questioned closely as to the 
conduct of the strike by the coal com- 
panies, and disclaimed responsibility 
for the violence and bloodshed which 
characterized the disturbance. 

Mr. Bowers showed the effects of 
recent Hines and frequently was agi- 
tated by the questioning., He told of 
his efforte to improve conditions in 
the coal fields after he went there in 
19807, but did not defend the officers 
of the company prior to that time, nor 
would he assume responsibility for 
the present officers, other than him- 
self. He was emphatic and sometimes 
he apologized for being wrathy in 
his manner. 

As he concluded, the witness arose 
and said to the commission: 

“John D. Rockefeller, Sr., John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., nor anyone else ever 
dictated to me. You can imagine 
what would happen to him if he did. 
I am almost 69 years old and I have 
all my life been for the common peo- 
ple. I have worked just as hard as 
any coal miner. If it had been for 
me to do I would have met the rep- 
resentatives of the coal miners and 
tried to settle differences.” 

Bowers sald he considered the 
strike a contest for “individual indus- 
trial independence.” 

Walsh read another letter to Mr. 
Rockefeller praising the latter's testi- 
mony before the House committee in- 
vestigating the Colorado situation. 

“T believe the position you so rug- 
gedly maintained wil] do more for the 
eause of the millions of laboring men 
than all the efforts of social reformers 
in as many years.” he wrote. 

“Tt will set thousands of faltering 
employees to thinking and inspire con- 
fidence and spur them to activity in 
opposing the schemes of political, So-

ROCHESTER (N. Y.) May 24.—A 
beginning of the struggle that had 
been expected over the report of the 
special committee of the Union 
Theological Seminary of New York 
was made at this afternoon's session 
of the 127th general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church in the United 
States. In spite of opposition from 
the floor, Dr. Mark A. Matthews of 
Seattle, Wash., a former moderator 
and chairman of the committee which 
prepared the report, read virtually the 
whole report. Friends of Union Sem- 
inary called the reading a filibuster. 

The report declares that the semi 
nary in teaching, spirit and by di- 
rect and formal act, has ceased to be 
in any sense a Presbyterian institu- 
tion as distinguished from any other 
denomination.” 

In advocating the adoption of the 
report, Dr. Matthews charged that the 
seminary authorities have acted false 
to their moral, theological and legal 
trusts by obtaining money from Pres- 
byterfans for the maintenance of an 
institution which, he says, does not 
conform to the standards of the Pres- 
byterian church. 

He charged that $2,362,500 has ac- 
crued to the seminary, much of which 
was obtained in response to an appeal 
based on the ground that the institu- 
tion was entitled to the financial sup- 
port of Presbyterians on the claim 
that it taught the doctrines of that 
church. Dr. Matthews said that the 
legal return of the money was not de- 
sired.

REMARKABLE CONFLICT. 

Mr. Martin cites the astonishing 
fact that the bill to all appearances 
is in direct conflict with the Federal 
Reserve Banking Act. In the pro- 
cess of discounting notes, banks pur- 
chase paper at such a figure less than 
its face value as will equal interest 
at the agreed rate, to the maturity 
of the note. Discount or commercial 
paper must. in nearly all cases, run 
for a period of time less than six 
months tn order to meet the re- 
quirements of the Federal reserve 
banks. Practically all commercial 
paper available to re-discount, in 
fact, is limited to ninety-day ma- 
turity. 

In commenting on the epparent 
Clash of laws, Mr. Martin declared 
the Brown bill, as he understood it, 
covered all loans whether secured or 
unsecured, including, in the words 
of the measure, “all evidences of 
dem.” Notes drawn for any com- 
mercial purpose, he sald, would 
seem to be covered by the bill. 

“The Fedcral reserve system was 
created largely for the purpose of 


facilitating agricultural, industrial 
and commercial transactions.” he 
sald, “and if the notes drawn un- 


der its provisions came under the 
Brown bill as well, chaos would re- 
sult. Mr. Brown would seem to be 
trying to tell the national banking 
institutions in California that they 
can not discount paper under Uncle 
Sams own laws.” 

The Brown bill recites that “any 
agreement or céntract in conflict with 
its provisions shall be null and 
void” and that no action at law by 
the lender to recover either principal 
or interest “shall be maintained” in 
case of violation. This provision and 
the penalties attached thereto re 
held by banking officials to be alto- 
gether too rigorous, especially as the 
bill provides that every member of 
the offending corporation shall 
eqvally be made to suffer. It Is 
rointed out that no financial house 
or individual would dare consider the 
purchase of a mortgage until its life 
history had been subjected to an in- 
vestigation and left no stone un- 
turned.

“Our maps 
do not show Santa Barbara Island as 
a part of Los Angeles county.”
